SAN FRANCISCO, Dee. 11— 
Nine liquor runners have been 
transferred from one liquor ship 


to another with the aid ot the 
coast guard.

NEW UNEMPLOYMENT SURVEY 
BY U, S. EARLY IN JANUARY 


April Census Is Department of 
Commerce Base for Further 
Checks in Business. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11,—Direc- 
tor Steuart of the Census Bureau 
said today that Federal agency 
planned to conduct a new unem- 
ployment survey early next month. 

Secretary of Commerce Lamont 
announced before the taking of the 
April census that he expected to 
make it a basis for keeping abreast 
of unemployment in the future by 
a sampling process at intervals in 
representative industries and cities. 

Representative Laguardia (Rep.), 
New York, said he understood ex- 
isting census organizations in 20 
cities would participate in the new 
count. 

The last figures from the Com- 
merce Department estimated that 
in September there were 3,400,000 
persons in the nation able to work 
and seeking employment. Since 
then both Presiderit Hoover and 
President Green of the American 
Federation of Labor have estimated 
the total has increased.

AGREED TO WEDDING 


Grace Brandon Says He 
Wrote Her Endearingly 
Two Hours After Mrs. 
Shepard Died. 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Kan., Dec. 11.— 
Miss Grace Brandon, 24syear-old 
stenographer over whom the Gov- 
ernment charges Maj. Charles A. 
Shepard, 59, of the Army Medical 
Corps fatally poisoned his wife, 


testified in the officer’s murder 
trial today that Shepard’s plans 
for a divorce were balked shortly 
before Mrs. Shepard was seized 
with her fatal illness. The San 
Antonio (Tex.) woman appeared 
as a Government witness. 

A few weeks before Mrs. Shepard 
became ill at Fort Riley, Kan., in 
June, 1929, Miss Brandon testified, 
Shepard wrote her he was “‘so de- 
pressed and broken-hearted over 
the failure of his wife to divorce 
him that life was not worth while.” 

Ten days before Mrs. Shepard's 
death Shepard wrote her, “his wife 
was drinking herself to death and 
he was sure She would not re- 
cover.“ 

Another letter, bearing an en- 
dearing salutation, she testified, 
was mailed to her from one-half 
to two hours after the death of his 
wife. It said: “It was best—she 
suffered so severely in her iliness. 
1 teel that 1 have done thing 
I could to save her.“ 

Miss Brandon wept as she relat- 
ed what Shepard had told her re- 


garding his relations with Mrs. 
Shepard. 
„He said he and his Wife had 


not been getting along well the last 
five years,” the witness testified, 
“and that they had kept up con- 
genial appearances at social func- 
tions because of his rank in the 
army.” 

Miss Brandon recovered her 
composure as the prosecution drew 
from her the story of the love af- 
fair with her, which, the prosecu- 
tion contends, provided the mo- 


Mrs. Shepard at Fort Riley, Kan., 
in June, 1929. 

Story of Affair With Shepard. 

She said she had met Shepard 
about Nov. 1, 1928. 

At that time she said he was 
taking a flight surgeon’s course at 
Brooks Field, San Antonio. 

“Did you know Maj. Shepard was 
married?“ she was asked. “Yes, I 
did know. I asked him if his wife 
objected.” 

The testimony did not bring out 
what Shepard’s reply was. 

“He asked me if he got a divorce 
whether I would marry him,” she 
want on. 

“Was there any understanding 
that you were engaged when he left 
San Antonio?” ¢This was in Decem- 
ber, 1928, nine months before Mrs. 
Shepard’s death). “No.’’ 

“There was no real understand- 
ing.“ she explained. “He asked me 
if I would write to him, and I told 
him I would.“ 

Miss Brandon said she corre- 
sponded with Shepard after he re- 
turned to Fort Riley. 


Wine on Trip Into Mexico. 

The witness said Shepard had 
mentioned his “unhappy home life” 
several times. She told of a trip 
to Laredo, Tex., with Shepard and 
another pair. They crossed the 
Mexican border and had several 
small glasses of wine at a bar, she 
said. | 

Asked what words of affection 
the army officer used, the witness 
replied: “I don't remember exact- 
ly; he told me he loved me and 
had never met anyone just like 
me. 9 

She was on the verge of tears 
as she described the gifts the Major 
had given her. 

In July, 1929, shortly after his 
wife’s death, Shepard visited her 
in San Antonio and asked her to 
wed him recretly, she testified. She 
said she told him, however, she 
would not marry him for a year or 
@ year and a half because she did 
not want a dal from marriage 
b e after Mrs. Shepard’s death. 
Set Wedding for August, 1930. 
“Did you at that time set a date 
for the wedding?“ We agreed on 
August, 1930.“ 

Miss Brandon, testified that Shep- 
ard purchased an automobile for 
her and also paid the running ex- 
penses. She would. send him an 
itemized bill at the end of each 
month and he would send à check. 
She got the car late in November, 
1929.

JAZZY: HAS NO-ARIAS 


Chicago Critic Says Noise Was 
‘an 80 Great He Couldn't Hear 
Orchestra.

CHICAGO, Dec. 11.— Grand 
opera trimmed with jazz made its 
appearance in chicago last night 
with the world premier of Ca- 
mille.“ The Chicago Civic Opera 
House was the scene of this specta- 
cle. The audience gave approval 


in a warm but reserved manner. 

It was an old story, dressed up 
in modern clothes and manners, 
adapted from the novel and play 
by Alexandre Dumas, fils, and set 
to music by Hamilton Forrest, 28- 
year-old Chicagoan and former of- 
fice boy. Verdis “La Traviata” is 
the classical handling of the Ca- 
mille” theme. 

The “jazz opera,” sung in French, 
lived up to the promises of its 
producers. It was modern in every 
respect, from the slang of some of 
its lines to the telephone on Mar- 
guerite’s table. It presented 
“Flaming Youth” in a manner 
usually associated with Hollywood. 
Its music at times was of the va- 
riety that called for, and got, an 
accompaniment of finger-snapping. 

Mary Garden, making her first 
appearance of the season as Mar- 
guerite, The Lady of the Camel- 
lias,’’ responded to 20 curtain calls, 
most of them after the second act 
when she led the composer on the 
stage. 

Glenn Ditiard Gunn of the Her- 
ald and Examiner, says in his re- 
view today: 

My impressions of the music 
are chaotic. There was so much 
noise on the stage that I frequent-

He jest- 
ed with them in his native tongue 
apd caused many a phot pher 
to miss a good camera shot by 
making the picture man laugh just 
as he was about to make a picture. 

Surrounded by reporters, some 
of whom stood on chairs about him 
to see over those in front, E in 
sat with hig wife at a Bigs | 4 
remarked: “This, is j ea 
Punch and Judy show!” 

The first question,“ he went on, 
“always is ‘is everybody here?’ and 
the answer always js ves,“ that is 
the ‘question and answer now.” ö 

Einstein, his gray Hair standing 
on end in all directions, smiled 
only when he spoke. Mrs. Einstein, 
sitting beside him, Muchted aloud 
time and again during the inter- 
view, her keen eyes twinkling all 
the time at the repartee. 

May Give a Few Lectures. 

The interview began with a pre- 
pared statement in which Dr. Ein- 
stein said: 

J am going straightway to Pas- 
adena at the request of the Uni- 
versity (the California Institute of 
Technology) there. The main pur- 
pose of my voyage is to allow me 
to take a direct part in the scien- 
tifio life of an American university 
and to be able to discuss matters 


science with my colleagues, in a 
more immediate, personal way than 
would be possible by correspond- 
ence, Perhaps I will also give a 
few lectures. 

“The Americans of the present 
time have not only contributed 
vestly to every form of scientific 
investigation: all over the world, 
but they are also giving their most 
serious attention to co-operation, in 
a peaceful and friendly way, be- 
tween all those who in every part 
of our globe are devoting them- 
st Ives to scientific pursuits of form 
and variety. And I, for one, shall 
be very happy te set foot once 
more on the shores of the great 
republié which in the days since 
the end of the unfortunate world 
war has become the chief protago- 
nist of every form of scientific and 
technical progress. 

Methods of Production. 

“America has already siven us 
that perfection of methods of pro- 
duction with which we are all of us 
becoming increasingly familiar and 
ncw we have reached the point 
where we dare hope it will find 
ways and means to overcome the 
existing economic crisis, and, fur- 
thermore, that American genius 
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Everyone Would Under- 
stand It “and It Would +’

HAVANA, Dec. 11.—In the face 
of increasing unrest throughout the 
republic, President Machado at 3 
o’clock this afternoon announced 
that he had issued a decree sus- 
pending constitutional guarantees 
and establishing practically a state 
of martial law throughout Cuba. 

It was the second time in a 
month that President Machado 
was forced to take this step in 
dealing with disorders in various 
parts of the republic. On Nov, 13 
martial law was declared in Havana 
as the result of a tense political 
situation marked by clashes be- 
tween rioters and police and the 
deaths of several persons. 

‘A secret meeting ef the presi- 
deMial cabinet, at which United 
States Ambassador Harry F. Gue- 
genheim was reported to be pres- 
ent, was held this afternoon. 

Rumors, denied by. the Govern- 
ment, that President Machado con- 
sidered resigning in the face of op- 
position which has developed since 
the November congressional elec- 
tions, have persisted during the 
last two days and gained strength 
hourly. 

While the streets of Eavana 
echoed today to the cries of stu- 
dents and the firing by police at- 
tempting to disperse the marchers, 
business and professional men who 
claim the National University as 
their alma mater were pledging 
their support to the students. 

A meeting of newspaper pub- 
Ushers was held to discuss 
whether the public press should 
also be thrown to the support of 
the. students. 

Fresh rioting between the stu- 
dents and police was reported to 
have broken out in several parts of 
Cuba yesterday, resulting in the 
death of one youth and the wound- 
ing of an undetermined number. 

The Spanish language hewspaper 
El Pais received reports that Felix 
Berez, 18 years old of Sagua la 
Grande in Santa Clara Province. 
had been killed and six others were 
injured in a clash at that town.

WASHINGTON, Dee, 11.— De- 
manding speedy action on his bills 
to relieve unemployment, Senator 
Wagner (Dem.), New York, told 
the Senate today that President 
Hoover had spent the last year 
“rose-tinting the truth” instead of 
taking measures to improve the 


The statement contained in the 
President’s recent message to Con- 
gress, that “it is as yet too soon to 
formulate constructive measures,“ 
was pronounced “astonishing” by 
the New York Senator. 

“Why is it too soon?” he asked. 
“Have we abolished poverty, and 
therefore have no further need of 
such measures? Is our experi- 
ence with depressions so meager 
that we must wait until this one 
has spent its force before we can 
decide how to act? . 

“It seems to me that this plea 
for further delay is merely an 
apology for previous inaction. It 
must not deter Congress from com- 
pleting the enactment of the bills 
which the Senate passed at the last 
session.”’ 

Provisions of Three Bills. 


The three Wagner bills would 
provide (1) for the collection and 
publication of complete and ac- 
curate statistics on employment, 
(2) for the long range planning of 
public works to be carried out in 
emergencies such as the present, 
and (3) for a nation-wide system 
agencies to be 
maintained jointly by the Federal 
Government and the States. 

All three were passed by the 
Senate at the last session and the 
first-named was passed by the 
House. However, due to adminis- 
tration opposition to having the 
name of a Tammany Democrat on 
relief measures of such importance, 
the House leaders blocked the ap- 
propriation of the money neces- 
sary to put the first into effect. 

Indorsed Same Principles. 

Wagner quoted today from vari- 
ous public utterances by Mr. 
Hoover, when the latter was Secre- 
tary of Commerce, to show that the 
President had repeatedly indorsed 
the very principles embodied in the 
Wagner bills.

Further investigation in the case 


Cuckoo gang of gunmen and rob- 
bers, who was released from the 
Federal penitentiary five yéars too 
soon, disclosed today that he was 
paroled to Edward O. Rite, Justice 
of the Peace of the Third District. 
Rice is the fourth politician 
known to have acted in Tipton's 


behalf since he went to the peni- 
tentiary in 1925 to serve a 15-year 
term for participation with Dean 
gangsters in a $260,000 downtown 
mail robbery. 

Justice of the Peace Rice said he 
was the man who persuaded Tip- 
ton to surrender at Jefferson City 
to serve a two-year term for lar- 
ceny, following hig release from the 
Federal penitentiary. He declared 
he knew nothing of the activity of 
others or of the withdrawal of a 
‘hold order” which made it possi- 
ble for Tipton to obtain a Federal 
parole after serving five years in- 
stead of waiting until 10 years of 
his sentence had been servede 


Got Tipton to Surrender, 

Rice said he agreed to act as 
sponsor at the request of Tipton's 
mother, who called on him at his 
courtroom, 1731 Chouteau avenue. 
JI have known that family for 
years and it was netural for the 
poor old soul to come to me,” he 
said. “At her request, I wrote the 
Department of Paroles that if Tip- 
ton were eligible to parole, I would 


him. 

“A little later 1 received papers 
from Washington informing me 
that he had been paroled to me. 
When he reported at my court- 
room Nov. 16, I said: ‘Roy, what 
are you going to do about that two 
years you have to serve at the pen- 
itentiary?’ He said, “Oh, that's all 
settled.’ I told him if wasn't, that I 
had read the report of the case 
and that he still had the sentence 
to serve. Tou'd better go right 
down there and straighten that 
out,” I told him and he said he 
would.” 

Story of Tipton’s Release. 

As has been told, Tipton was un- 
der a two-year State sentence when 
he was committed to Leavenworth. 
A “hold order” to insure his de- 
livery to the State prison when the 
Federal term had been served was 
filed. Under Federal regulations, 
this detainer acted as a bar to his 
parole until two-thirds of the 15- 
year term had been served. 

Congressmen L. C. Dyer ot St. 
Louis and Rowland C. Johnston of 
Rolla asked Gov. Caulfield to par-

Kinney of St. Louis interceded and 
arranged with Hina C. Schult,

The Federal Board of Paroles at 
Washington is investigating Tip- 
ton’s case with a view to revoking 
the parole if the gangster obtained 
it improperly. Tipton now has a 
day job in the penitentiary kitchen 
at Jefferson City and is looking for- 
ward to parole under that sentence 
after serving 14 months of his two- 
year term. 

Since Tipton was paroled to Rice, 
a new Federal parole system has 
been adopted. Under this system 
a Federal convict is paroled to the 
nearest of 40 district probationary 
officers and is required to report 
once a month on a printed form, 
giving his address, name of em- 
ployer, duties, number of days 
worked, mi iey earned, spent and 
saved. The probationary officer 
sends the report, with his comments 
and recc :mendations, to the Su- 
pervisor of Paroles. Milton Weit 
fenbach is the district probationary 
officer here.

GANGSTER INDICTED IN MURDER 
‘OF DETROIT RADIO ANNOUNCER 


By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT, Dec. 11.—The Wayne 


County grand jury today indicted 
Joe Bommarito, reputed member of 
the Licavoli liquor running gang, 
for the slaying of radio announcer 
Jerry Buckley, July 23. 

The indictment was the first the 
jury has returned in the Buckley 
murder case which it was organized 
primarily te investigate more than 
four months ago. 

-Bommarito’s indictment followed 
his appearance in the police show- 
up Monday and his subsequent 
identification as one of the gunmen 
who entered the La Salle Hotel and 
killed the radio announcer. 

"Twenty-one persons are listed as 
material witnesses to the inédict« 
ment. The indietment charges that

Jo Create Scene in Cathedral 


Episcopal Prelate Denies Autocratic Motives 
in Opposing Hearing on Doctrine Which, 


3 He Calls Legalized Free Love.“ 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—Follow- 
ing is the full text of the “Message 
to the Diocese” sermon of the 
Right Rev. William T. Manning, 
Episcopal Bishop of New York, 
which former Judge Ben B. Lind- 
sey of Denver ineffectually tried to 
reply to in the Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine Sunday: 


“A Message to the Diocese on 
certain issues now before us and 
on the meaning of so-called ‘Com- 
panionate Marriage’ delivered by 
the Bishop, the Right Rev. William 
Thomas Manning, in the Cathedral 
of St. John the Divine on Sunday, 
Dec. 7, 1930. 

“I -have reached the conclusion 
very unwillingly, that certain con- 
ditions now confronting us require 
me to issue this message to the 
diocese. 


“Let me say first that you have 
given me every reason to believe, 
and I do believe, that there is no 
diocese in our land which, as a 
whole, is more loyal to the Church 
and to its Bishop than this diocese 
of New York. But during the last 
two years there has been a series 
of episodes disturbing to our peace 
and distressing to all wis have at 
heart the welfare of the Church. 
I have felt it right as far as pos- 
sible to maintain silence in regard 
to these matters, although at times 
the situations created have com- 
pelled me, in discharge of my duty 
as a Bishop and constitutional of- 
ficer, to take definite positions. 


Demands That Agitation Cease. 
“But there comes a time to 
speak, and I feel that, for the good 
of the diocese, the time has come 
for me to speak quite plainly of 
the situation as it stands, and of 
the chief factor in it. There is Yn 
this diocese a little group of cler- 
gymen who, with what motive I 
do not venture to say, have been 
doing whatever lay in their power 
to make difficulties for their 
Bishop and to place him publicly 
in embarrassing situations. This 
group is a very small one rela- 
tively to the whole of our clergy. 
It figures little when our diocese 
gathers in convention, but it fig- 
ures largely in the newspapers, 
and it has the constant and active 
support of a religious journal mis- 
called liberal, published in this 
city, which I think few can read 
without observing its personal ani- 
mus and its extreme partisan pre- 
zudice. It is time for this un- 
seemly agitation to cease. 

“At a time when we should all 
be united in our work for the 
strengthening of the Church, these 
constant outbreaks and attacks 
are most harmful. Many people 
have spoken to me of their harm- 
ful effects upon the work of the 
diocese and upon our great task 
of cathedral building, but this con- 
sideration seems to have little 
weight with the members ot this 
group, some of whom have in fact 
shown, and expressed, their special 
antagonism to our efforts to build 
the cathedral. In saying this I am 
betraying no secrets and making 
no attacks. I am simply stating 
facts that are known to all. 


Declares Church Is Harmed. 

“The whole diocese knows that I 
have had to do my work as bishop 
and to carry forward the building 
of the cathedral in the face of and 
in spite of this influence, and that 
it has added greatly to my burdens. 
It is distasteful even to refer to 
such a matter as this, but it has 
gone to a point at which it seems 
necessary to call attention to it 
openly, for it des harm to the 
Church and gives a wrong impres- 
sion to the public. 

“One instance of this is the re- 
cent agitation in regard to my ser- 
mon on the apostolic ministry, and 
agitation so unwarranted that it 
has amazed our whole church, both 
North and South, and which almost 
everyone now sees was without ex- 
cuse, and which was organized and 
skillfully carried out by this group. 
As I have said, this organized group 
is a small one. Its members could, 
I believe, be counted almost on the 
fingers of one hand, but they suc- 
ceed at times in carrying others 
with them, sometimes through mis- 
understanding of the real issues in- 
volved. A notable instance of this 
has occurred during the last week, 
and it is this which has brought 
me to feel that I must speak this 
word to the diocese. . 

“Some time ago I was compelied 
to express myself publicly in re- 
gard to the immoral and destruc- 
tive teachings of Judge Ben B. 
Lindsey of Denver. At that time I 
sent to Judge Lindsey the follow-

Explains Stand on Invitation. 

“About 10 days ago, to my great 
surprise, I received a printed no- 
tice from the New York Church- 
men’s Association stating that at 
its next meeting the invited guest 
and speaker would be Judge Ben 
B. Lindsey. 

“It seemed to me that there must 
have been some strange mistake or 
misunderstanding about this. One 
of the officers of the Churchman’s 
Association is quoted in the news- 
papers as stating that I ‘forbid’ the 
association to hear Judge Lindsey 
and ‘commanded’ that the invita- 
tion be withdrawn. That statement 
is quite untrue ang gave to some 
people, I think, a wrong impression. 
What took place was as follows: 
The president of the association, 
Bishop Gilbert, was absent in Mas- 
sachusetts. I consulted with him 
over the telephone and found that 
he felt exactly as I did about this 
matter. As I was in the city and 
he was not, Bishop Gilbert suggest- 
ed that I should telephone the 
chairman of the committee on 
speakers and express to him Bish- 
op Gilbert's earnest’ request, sup- 
ported by my own, that this strange 
invitation be withdrawn, both of 
us believing that the association it- 
self would have strongly disap- 
proved the invitation, which up to 
that time had not been submitted 
to it. But back of this invitation 
was the same little group to which 
I have already referred and, after 
consulting with some of them, the 
chairman of the committee on 
speakers declined to withdraw the 
invitation, although he had now 
received the -president’s letter re- 
questing this, and the meeting 
took place. 


Denies Stand Is Autocratic. 

“I have explained this because 
there has been an effort to make 
it appear that the Bishop of the 
Diocese behaved as an autocrat in 
this matter. It does not seem to 
me that there was anything auto- 
cratic in Bishop Gilbert, as pres- 
ident, making the request. and my 
joining in it with him, that this 
invitation be withdrawn, which we 
both believed and, I think. had 
every right td believe, the associa- 
tion would itself disapprove. In 
conference with Bishop Gilbert 
and myself on this matter Bishop 
Lloyd said: *I do not believe that 
any of our clergy will vote to up- 
hold what is the most unclean 
thing I have ever heard of.’ Those 
members of the association who 
voted to hear Judge Lindsey have 
published the statement that they 
did so in order to uphold the prin- 
ciple ‘that it is both the right and 
the duty of the clergy to hear 
speakers on matters vitally affect- 
ing the welfare of the people to 
whom they are called upon to min- 
ister.” But this was not the issue 
involved, and so to state it is to 
bealoud the real issue. No one, 
I think, would dispute that state- 
ment, and certainly I would not. 
But it is one thing to go to ‘hear’ 
a man, or to read his writings, and 
it is another and a different thing 
to invite him as your guest and 
chesen speaker and thus give your 
countenance and encouragemnet to 
his cause.

STATE REGULATION 
BENEFICIAL, HE SAYS 


Thinks That ‘“Though Not 
Perfect” It Has Worked 
Favorably Both to Com- 
panies and Public.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.— 
George Otis Smith, director of the 
Geological Survey, nominated for 
the five-year tergn on the reor- 
ganized Federal Power Commis- 
sion, indicated today before the 
Senate Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee, that he differed with the 
present acting chairman of the 
commission, Secretary of the In- 
terior Wilbur, over the interpreta- 


tion of the Federal Water Power 
act. 

“It is not necessary for me to 
say that I approve the law,” said 
Smith, “but I want to say that I 
like it.” 

Wilbur, in the latest annual re- 
port of the commission, announced 
that the present law afforded too 
many instances of duplication of 
regulation by Federal and state 
agencies and. recommended that 
the Federal Government concern 
be limited primarily to matters of 
navigation. 

“I am not so much concerncd 
with duplication,” said Smith, “as 
I am with stopping the gaps where 
there is no regulation.” 

Power Comparab.e to I. C. C.’s 

Questioned by Chairman Couz- 
ens, Smith declared that he 
thought that the Power Commis- 
sion eventually would exercise 
jurisdiction over interstate trans- 
mission by hydro-electric and 
steam-ger.erated power com parable 
to that of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission over the railroads. 

The increasing interest in public 
utility questions by Congressmen 
was evidenced by the presence of 
18 of the 19 members of the com- 
mittee. Usually a quorum is hard 
to get at such hearings. 

All of President Eoover's five 
nominees for the reorganized com- 
mission were ready for questioning 
except Frank R. MeNinch Jr. of 
North Carolina, who is facing a 
stiff fight for confirmation. Sena- 
tor Simmons of North Carolina no- 
tified Chairman Couzens that Mc- 
Ninch was confined to his hotel 
with a severe cold which prevented 
him from speaking. He has been 
notified that the committee wiil 
hear him tomorrow. 

Smith Well Posted on Law. 

Smith, who has been in the 
Government service since 1396, 
handled himself like an expert wit- 
ness. His testimony showed that 
he had studied the Water Power 
Act of 1920 which the new com-

“Some reference has been made 
to this opinion,” said Smith, 
“which seems to be at variance 
with the law as passed by Con- 
gress. My reading of the law as 
a layman leads me to believe that 
the commission can, at its discre- 
tion, either strictly enforce the law 
or leave such enforcement to an- 
other agency. That discretion is 
governed entirely by public policy.” 

Discretion on “Minor” License. 

Senator Brockhart demanded to 
know if he would waive the Fed- 
eral government’s authority by is- 
suance of a minor“ license on a 
plant with a capacity of 80,000 
horsepower. 

“T have an opinion on the mat- 
ter.“ answered Smith, but I would 
not want to pledge myself before 
I had studied the whole case more 
thoroughly. I would not waive the 
Federal Goverament’s right to audit 
the accounts of acompany un- 
less I was convinced that it was 
in the public interest.” 

Brookhart produced a pamphlet. 
written by Smith in 1916, entitled 
“The Public’s Interest in Water 
Power Resources,” and demanded 
if he still held the same opinions. 
Smith answered that he did. This 
pamphlet urged conservation of 
public water power sites. 


Senator Wheeler offered for the 
record a series of six letters writ- 
ten by Smith in 1924 to the chair- 
man of the Maine Public Utility 
Commission, urging that the people 
of Maine, Smith’s rh&tiv. state, 
adopt legislation permitting the ex- 
port of electrical energy from the 
state. Smith contended that, while 
the privately owned electrical pow- 
er companies wanted the same 
thing, he was ncerned only with 
the benefits that the citizens of his 
state would derive from such, ex- 
port. This proposed legislation was 
not adopted. 

Smith deciared that he was not 
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tor Government operation of pow- 
fer plants when questioned by Sen- 
ator Watson of Indiana. but point- 
ed out that, under the licensing 
clause of the water power act, the 
Federal Government retained own- 
ership of the power sites. 


Answering Brookhart, he de- 
clared that he did not favor re- 
capture and operation of developed 
power sites at the end of 50 years 
for the formation of a nation-wide 
super power system. He declared 
such an operation would be too 
large for Government or private 
operation. 


Senator Howell of Nebraska cor- 
nered the witness by citations from 
Ontario electrical pover rates, 
when Smith said that he thought 
State regulation of rates had been 
effective.“ 


Showing that consumers in On- 
tario, 90 miles from Niagara Falls, 
paid a maximum of 2 cents a kilo- 
watt hour for electricity to the 
Government-operated Ontario sys- 
tem, while consumers in Birming- 
ham, 100 miles from Muscle Shoals, 
paid an average of 7% cents to the 
Electric Bond & Share Co., Howell 
insisted that State regulation had 
failed. 


Smith replied that he had not 
meant that State regulation was 
100 per cent effective, but that

A Car Rider’s Complaint. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

SPEND about 4§ minutes daily on 

the Bellefontaine line, as I have to 
travel from near the southern terminus 
of the line to Pine street, On a recent 
morning after waiting a few minutes 
in the rain and getting pretty well 
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methods in the exploitation of our natural resources, 
and in the sense of using them with some thought 
for the needs of future generations, even though that 
may mean a slightly higher price to us today, is 
an ideal and a policy which has the fairly unanimous 
support of enlightened public opinion. A legis 
lative proposal to further this, whether by positive 
action or the removal of hampering restrictions, de- 
serves a serious hearing. But before any steps are 
taken in the way of weakening our anti-trust laws, 
the public may well ask how and for whose bene 
fit this is to be done. The President mentions only 
one industry, coal, by way of illustration; but un- 
doubtedly he also has in mind the oil industry. That 
wastes of competition exist there seems to be gen- 
erally recognized, and undoubtedly there is a place 
for Government action, or perhaps for private re- 
striction under proper supervision; but if restriction 
by joint action is legalized, the public is interested 
in knowing whether it is to be for the enrichment 
of corporate treasuries or for the providing of pos- 
terity with a share of the bountiful resources with 
which America has been blessed. If prices are to 
be enhanced, and restriction has a habit of meaning 
that, perhaps some method of passing this extra cost 
on to the public treasury in the way of taxation rather 
than passing it on to the stockholders in the form of 
dividends could be devised. 

The reader with dn inquiring mind and not too 
short a memory might well consider the case of a few 
other natural resources and see to what extent legis- 
lation is forcing their wasteful exploitation. Copper, 
for example, is an industry which is trying to give 
the impression that it is the victim of legislative op- 
pression. But most certainly it was not any pro- 
hibitive interpretation of anti-trust laws” which 
forced the combine to run the price up to 24 cents a 
pound in 1929, and subsequently to hold it at 18 cents 
a pound for a year In the face of a declining demand 
and accumulating stocks. This lucrative price, which 
stimulated production in submarginal mines that in 
a more rational order of things would have been left 
unworked for the time being, finally brought such 
stocks on the market that copper prices collapsed to 
a level unknown in a generation. Then the anti- 
trust laws were blamed for the troubles which the 
copper industry had brought upon itself; and not 
satisfied with that effrontery, that infallible panacea, 
a protective tariff, was urged as a remedy. 

The lumber, lead, zinc, manganese and aluminum 
producers looked out for themselves rather hand- 
somely in the Smoot-Hawley tariff. So did many 
other people. If these industries are sincerely con- 
cerned about conservation, however, one of the best

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WASHINGTON, MO., PIPES DOWN. 

In those piping times when the United States pur- 
sued the policy of live and let live instead of die and 
let die, the corncob pipes of Missouri complemented 
the weichselwood pipestems of Austria.

A FRUITLESS CONFERENCE. 

After four years of backing and filling, the Prepara- 
tory Disarmament Commission has ended its ses- 
sions amid the laments of the Germans and the jeers 
of the Russians, whe claim that nothing of any value 
has been accomplished by the commission. Neither 
Germany nor Russia will sign the convention. Count 
von Bernstorff explained Germanys refusal on 
the ground that the most essential feature of a dis- 
armament convention—the will to disarm—is no- 
where discernible in the Geneva document. Russia, 
whose delegates at various times offered proposals 
for drastic reduction of armed forces, only to hear 
them shouted down, objected to the fact that the 
treaty exempts from disarmament Rumania, Poland. 
Finland, Dsthonia and Latvia—all of which border on 
Soviet territory. 

But an even more significant index to the com- 
mission’s work is contained in the remarks ef Hugh 
S. Gibson, the United States delegate. Mr. Gibson is 
not noted for talking out in meeting; on the other 
hand, he is a most cleaginous diplomat. Yet it is not 
difficult to read between the lines of his closing 
speech and find that he is bitterly disappointed in 
the commission's failure to make substantial 
ress for disarmament.

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THE FIVE-YEAR PLAN. 

Apropos renewed and growing interest in the five- 
year plan of Soviet Russia, from which Dr. Royal 8. 
Meeker, formerly chief of the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics in the United States Department of Labor, says 
we have much to learn, an outline of the plan is 
printed upon this page. 

Dr. Meeker is by no means alone in this advice 
to the United States. Two months ago John Carter, 
economic specialist in our Department of Commerce, 
created a stir in the State Department by saying the 
same thing. Last month S. Stanwood Menken, for- 
merly a stanch opponent of Russian recognition and 
head of the National Security League, startled the 
country by announcing that he has changed his mind 
about Russia since the development of the five-year 
plan and favors recognition. Mr. Carter says the plan 
is working, and he warns us that we cannot ignore it. 
Not all those who are viewing this pheuomenon agree 
that the plan is working; but they do all acknowledge 
that it is something of the greatest possible concern 
to all other industrialized countries. As a conse 
quence of the plan, Russia has become our greatest 
foreign customer. In 1929 we sold her goods valued 
at $81,500,000. In the first six months of this year 
she bought from us goods worth $73,232,000. It is 
estimated that her total purchases from us in 1930 
will approximate $150,000,000. Mr. Carter ventured 
the opinion that “the problem of Russian competition 
will be a major consideration for the next generation 
of business men.” 

Not even the Russians themselves, of course, can 
say positively that the plan will work. All of which 
the world can be certain at the moment is that the 
Russians are working hard on it, and that in some 
industries they are exceeding their schedule. They 
are meanwhile furnishing a rich market for Ameri- 
can exports, and they will continue to do so for at 
least several years. Perhaps the industrial awaken- 
ing of that great nation, so far from being an eco- 
nomic blight upon the rest of the world, is to be an 
economic gain. A lively exchange of industrial prod- 
ucts among nations is something that has never been 
tried. Heretofore the world has gone upon the theory 
that industrial nations must live by selling to back- 
ward peoples. Perhaps the five-year plan, which pro- 
poses an industrial competition beyond anything of 
which we have ever dreamed, is to solve the vexing 
problem of the machine. 


AN ILL-TIMED OUTBURST.

In the dis- 
play also are pink and “white” 
poinsettias, as well as the tradi- 
tional Mexican f!ame-flowers,” — 

Just in front of the bank of 
ferns and Kentia palms in which 
the garden ends is a flower bed 
where the Mexican red contrasts 
with’ an Oriental yellow—a sunny 
chrysanthemum pompon appro- 
priately called “Christmas gold.“ 

True to their tropical ante- 
cedents, the poinsettias demand 
temperatures of 60 degrees and up.

Resolutions proposing a system 
of Government controlled dispen- 
saries to handle liquor were adopt- 
ed today by the “National Constitu- 
tional Convention for the Solution 
of the Prohibition Question.” 

Dr. F. W. Buck, executive secre- 
tary of the Federal Dispensary Tax 
Reduction League, said the resolu- 
tion was an answer to the demand 
by prohibitionists that some solu- 
tion of the liquor problem be of- 
fered before the opponents con- 
tinued their campaign against the 
Volstead act. 

The resolution said that the 
liquor laws should be immediately 
emended “to permit the manufac- 
ture, transportation and sale of 
wines and beers of an alcoholic 
extent not intoxicating in fact.” 
Dispensaries would not be estab- 
lished in states where laws against 
the sale of liquor remain in force 
and not more than one would be 
placed in towns of less than 50,000. 
The convention adjourned today.

VEN at a time when all your bags and coat pockets are filled

1 is true of children as of adults 


that that individual gets along 

best with others who contributes 
his share toward their common 
pleasant experiences. 

The grown-up who is self-cen- 
tered, preoccupied with his own af- 
fairs, who is always asking for help 
and sympathy, but who is never 
able to give either, finds himself 
very much alone in the long run. 

Children are even more direct in 
expressing their feelings toward the 
noncontributor. 

The child who offers nothing to 

the play of the. group, who refuses 
ever to subordinate his own wishes 
to the interests of the game is not 
only unpopular, he is actually ig- 
nored or punished brutally as only 
children can punish. 
The best way to help smooth the 
way of your child's social contacts 
is by seeing to it that he has some- 
thing to give as well as something 
to get. It is, for instance, important 
that he should have toys of his own 
of the sort that are in demand 
among children in order that he 
may borrow and exchange on the 
basis of equality. 

The atmosphere of his home 
should be such that it sends him 
out in that cheerful objective frame 
of mind which enables him to con- 
centrate on the serious business of 
play.

Play Suits That 
Protect Children 


EW one-piece play suits advo- 
cated by Uncle Sam enable 
youngsters to be their own 
stop-and-go-lights as protection 
against automobiles. 


The new garments of cotton 
suede and wool in bright colors 
have been evolved by women de- 
signers in the division of textiles 
and clothing of the Bureau of Home 
Economics. 

Clad in their snug warmth of 
bright red, blue or green, even tiny 
tots will be more easily seen by 
drivers of cars. It is believed the 
new clothing may lessen greatly the 
number of traffic accidents among 
children. 

“Present clothing of children, 
particularly of boys, too nearly re- 
semdles the color of the road and 
surroundings.“ says Miss Ruth 
O’Brien, chief of the division. 

The new play suits are so simple 
that children only 20 months old 
can get into them alone. They fas- 
ten in front with several buttons or 
a self-fastener.

means something different than
